REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION: RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Applicant submits this paper in response to the office action dated January 18, 2007. In 
the office action, the examiner entered a restriction requirement as follows: 

Group I: claims 1-7 and 16-28, drawn to hydration system apparatus and method of 
storing a fluid, classified in class 222, subclass 92. 

Group II: claims 8-15, drawn to process for manufacturing a hydration system, classified 
in class 53, subclass 452. 

Applicant requests reconsideration and withdrawal of the restriction requirement 
because the examiner has already mailed two (2) substantive office actions in this case.
